Poland’s Defeat. 


After a short, but costly, campaign 
against the Bolsheviks the Polish Army 
has met with disaster. On Friday the 
Polish delegatian at Spa received a tele- 
gram from the Government at Warsaw an- 
nouncing that Poland was willing to make 
peace with the Soviet “on the basis of 
self-determination of peoples” Now, 
according to Reuter, the Allies have put 
themselves in touch with Moscow, and 
asked the Bolsheviks to grant an armistice 
to Poland, on condition that the Polish 
Army retires inside its own frontiers. 
Poland is one of the Allies, and the par- 
ticular pet of France. Her war against 
the Bolsheviks was waged ostensibly on 
behalf of Western civilisation, and, 
although officially the other Allies gave her 
no assistance, without their moral support 
she would never have dared such an ad- 
venture. From the beginning the war was 
a mistake. Poland was in no position to 
fight against anybody. She needed 
all her energies and all her attenuated re- 
sources to save herself from internal 
collapse. Yet she plunged into the vortex 
of a futile war, eager, no doubt, to prove 
her loyalty to the Allies, but reckless and 
foolish to a degree. At first her armies 
met with a certain amount of success. 
They invaded Russia and advanced to 
Kieff. As soon as Trotsky had time to 
mobilise his forces, however, the rout 
began, and the Poles were driven back all 
along the line. ‘The Bolsheviks used Chinese 
shock troops in their offensive, sand, by a 
curious irony of fate, their speedy success 
was due in a large measure to their 
supply of arms and ammunition of 
British make, captured from General 
Denikin. Certainly the Poles are no 
cowards. When the tide began to. turn 
against them they started an intensive 
campaign of recruiting throughout the 
‘country. Its first day yielded three 
hundred thousand volunteers. -A Com- 
mittee of National Defence was formed; a 
truce was called in all Labour disputes. 
Rich and poor flocked to the standard of 
national unity; and even the Jows 
swelled the throng of enthusiastic 
patriots. Still the Bolsheviks advanced, 
and not only Poland, but Germany, seemed 
to be in og ny Sa " invasion. The 
Poles at their utmost to persuade 
the Allideto help theit armies.

Mr. J. H. Thomas's speech to the 
National Union of Railwaymen in Belfast, 
on Friday last, was that of a man who 
knew that he was asking for sweet reason- 
ableness in a world of unreason.

He 
sees the Irish railwaymen doing their bit 
towards securing the remaining quarter of 
rish independence, though he knows that 

either he personally nor the N.U.R. in 
genera] will allow that final margin of in- 
dependence to be won. It is a difficult 
position for a man who has talked glibly 
of Labour's forming a golden bridge, in 
the middle of which the contending 
factions are to meet and shake hands. If 
he says to the Government, “ Why not do 
this or that, or why not offer them so and 
so?” the Government probably will reply; 
“Here is the key. Go into the cage and 
offer the tiger your bun yourself. Only 
do not blame us if he chews your arm.” 
Mr. Thomas, who has seen something of 
the tiger's disposition, does not want his 
arm chewed. Quite logically, therefore, 
he makes no specific suggestions, but says 
to the Government: “ He is your tiger. You 
have neither tamed him with tact nor 
cowed him with that red-hot poker. When 
he is not biting himself he is biting the 
poker, and his howls are keeping us all 
awake. Hurry up and do ing about 
it.” It is not, of course, the howling that 
worries Mr. Thomas, but the knowledge 
that, by and by, when the tiger is 
thoroughly infuriated, an expectant public 
will hand him the keeper's badge and in- 
vite him to go into the cage and pat the 
creature's head. After all, there may be 
some method in the Government's mad- 
ness.

Lord Fisher can hardly be said to have 
been feliz opportunitate mortis. If he had 
passed away at the end of December, 1914, 
just after the news of the destruction of 
Von Spee’s squadron by the battle-cruisers 
that he had rushed, off to the Falkland 
Islands—the crowning example of his 
wonderful flair—there would have been an 
unbroken chorus of eulogy in the news- 
papers. But, unhappily, early in the next 
year came the Gallipoli affair. And here, 
for once, his strength of character seems 
to have deserted him, and he halted 
disastrously between two opinions. And 
then after the war came those two amazing 
volumes of reminiscences—capital reading, 
but not calculated to raise the reputation 
of their author—and the still more un- 
fortunate letters to The Times. “ Vigorous 
ahd amusing as these wefe, Writes Mr. 
Gerald Fiennes in the Observer, “they 
were a source of pain, rather than 
pleasure, to his friends. They spoke of a 
mind unimpaired, but of a judgment 
weakened by age.” 

But a man is entitled to be judged by 
his best work, and, if that criterion be 
observed, Lord Fisher’s reputation is safe. 
Recollecting what the Navy did in the 
war, and to what a large extent that 
Navy was the creation of his strenuous 
work as First Sea Lord between 1904 and 
1910, we may confidently say that no man 


iser of victory than “Jacky” Fisher. 
Naturally, he made a good many enemies, 
for he was not too gentle in removing 
obstacles from his path; but his friends, 
from the late King Edward downwards, 
were innumerable. A lover of children 
and roses, an indefatigable dancer until 
weil on the seventies, and, as his writin 
show, a constant student of the Bible, he 
was an odd, but a really gteat; man.

LORD FISHER. 
SKETCH OF A GREAT ADMIRAL. 


We regret to announce the death of Lord 
Fisher, which occurred in London at 7.15 on 
Saturday merning. 


Lord Fishez arrived in London on Thursday 
to undergo an operation for an internal con.- 
plaint from which he had been suffering. ‘The 
operation was successfully performed, but Lord 

isher passed away soon afterwards in the me- 
sence of his children. 

Admiral of the Flect Lord Fisher, O.M.. 
G.C.B., was foremost among the makers of the 
British Navy as we know it to-day. To him is 
due the inception of the big batileship. He was 
the protagonist. of the Dreadnoughts, and of th¢ 
battle-cruisers. To him also were due the rapid 
development of the mounted gun, the oil-ie 
destroyer, and the adoption of the long-ran¢ 


At thirteea years of age he entered the 
Navy, and without the aid of influence climd 
from the bottom to the top-most rung of jie 
ladder by sheer ability and force of charadet 
His father was Captain William Fisher, ofthe 
Téth Highlanders, and his paternal grandfaher 
was Rector of Wavendon, Buckinghamgire.

Commander-in-Chief at Portsmouth. nm 
1904 to 1910 he was First Sea Lord, and Fikt 
and Principal A.D.C. to King Edward and Ki 
George. In 1909 he was created Baron Fisher »* 
Kilverstone. He retired ir 1911. He resuzned tl, 
post of First Sea Lord on October 20, 1914, iy 
succession to Prince Louis of Battenberg, re- 
signing after the resignation of Mr. Churchill! as 
First Lord at the time of the Dardanelles con- 
troversy. His contro! of the naval destinies of 
the country had 'a dramatic termination in his 
disagreement with civil members of the Board, 
and his resignation. 

Subsequently Lord Fisher beeame Chairman 
of the Inventions Board, and throughout the 
war his great Naval knowledge was always as 
the disposal of the Admiralty. 

THE MAN OF ACTION AS WRITER. 

Breezy and vigorous in writing as he was in 
action, Lord Fisher's excursions into the rea!m 
of .etters rarely failed to ausa 
some stir. His reminiscences bor 
resemblance to those of a diplomatist, and his 
“Sack the lot” epistles were marked by a 
fervour of denunciation in which strong language 
and Scriptural injunctions were strangely mixed. 
He was a man of very human weaknesses, bus 
also of remarkable power. In a brief epeech in 
the House of Lords in 1915, after his resigna- 
tion of the Firet Sea Lordship, he eaid—“ I have 
been 61 years in the service of my courtry, and 
1 leave my record in the hands of my country- 
men.” His countrymen will long remember 
with gratitude the sailor who more than” any 
other gave our Navy the power to guard the 
seas during the most momentous times no 
British history. They will not forget that it 
was of him the Kaiser said—“ Fisher is the moss 
dangerous enemy Germany has.” 

THE NELSON TOUCH. 

Lord Fisher was a keen admirer of Nelson, 
and himself displayed “ the Nelson touch” when 
he despatched the battle cruisers under Admiral 
Sturdee to the Falkland Islands, uw ro the 
German ships, under von Spee, were located 
and destroyed. He was á man who conid not 
help making enemies. The late.King Edward 
said to him—* Fisher, more lies have been told 
about you than about any other man livin:.” 
“Yes, sir,” answered Fisher, “and I have 
never denied one of them.”

SPECIAL CONGRESS IN GLASGOW. 
_ A special Scottish Trade Unions Congress, 
convened to deal with the Irish and Polish 
situations, the high cost 6f hvimg, and the rent 
question, was held on Saturday in the Central 
Hall, Glasgow. | 

Councillor, James Walker, who presided, con- 
fessed that he did not know which of these 
questions was the most important. Ireland .was 
a subjéct on which Labour had taken a definite 
stand for man years, but they had found that 
politciang and the Government generally had 
merely used the Irish question as a stepping 
stone to keep in power. He claimed that the’ 
only solution of. the question was the granting 
of Dominion Home Rule. That did not mean a 


separation. 
would be happy, prosperous, and orderly umder 
a system of self-government. Ireland, he said, 
in spite of all that was said about crime, as a 
country was.singularly free from &erimce, apart, 
from the political crimes which had taken place’ 
during the various agitations. He thought that 
Ireland could show a Cleaner record for ordi 
narily criminal statistics than any other part of 
the British Commonwealth. He did not want 
to see Ireland cut entirely adrift from Britain, 
because Ireland was a necessity to British pro- 
gress, as any part of the Commonwealth. He 
thought that lreland, Scotland, England, and | 
Wales. together. formed a democratic force 
which would make for the development and 
freedom of the world. 

Mr. Robert Climie, Kilmarnock, moved a re- 
solution :— 

“That Congress express the opinion that the 
only solution of the Irish problem was the grant- 
ing of complete self-government to the Irish 
people, to whom it expressed its sympathy ; the 
withdrawal of that engine of repression, the 
army of occupation, immediately, and that popu- 
larly elected representatives of the Irish people 
should be made responsible for the government 
of the country, and. Congress further called on 
the affiliated ofganisations to-refuse to manu- 
facture, .handle, and transport munitions or 
troops whether they liked it or not.” 

Councillor Buchanan (Glasgow) contended that 
a General Election was not far off, and the pre- 
sent situation in Ireland was merely an attempt 
to split the Labour movement into religious sec- 
tions in that country. 

Councillor John Heenan (Glasgow) said that 
Ireland was being made the cockpit for the fight 
batween capital and democracy. Labour must 
make a definite stand on the position. 

Miss Muhort (Edinburgh) said that there must 
be no reservation regarding the cranting of eelf- 
determination to Ireland. It was time Labour 
got down off the fence and was doing some- 
thing. 

The resolution was carried, only two voting 
against it. 

A resolaition was passed without discussion 
protestigg against Poland's attack on Russia; 
demanding the withdrawal by the Government 
of all eupport for Polish aggression, and calling 
for the establishment of political and economic 
relations betweon England and Russia. 

Another resolution adopted called on the Ge 
vernment to take drastic steps to stop profiteer- 
ing, and to clear off the war debt by a levy on 
wealth. 

Tt was decided to call upon the executives of 
the affiliated trade unions to render the fullest 
support to a “no rent campaign” in reference to 
the rent agitation.
